Applicant's arguments regarding the Lipman reference have been noted but are 
not persuasive. Primarily, Applicant has argued the following: 

Lipman does not disclose "a large table at a root, the root branching to nodes 
containing small trie tables, each trie table addressed by a span of Internet protocol (IP) 
address bits to locate an indexed trie entry, the indexed trie entry including a route 
pointer and a trie pointer." Thus, Applicant argues that Lipman does not disclose the 
claimed invention. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument, for the reasons stated in the 
Final Office action sent on October 22, 2004. Thus, the claims remain rejected.
